Assassination

iFrancis- Ferdinand, heir to the throne of 
^A-ustria-Biungary, and 
his 
wife, 
the 
p>ucheBs of Hohenberg, who were shot to 
./death as they rode in the royal automo- 
bile. Martial law was proclaimed today 
¡l)oth in the city and the district of 
Farajevo. 


The only damage (Tone by the bomb 
jtoday was a slight injury to a passing 
^Mussulman, but the 
rougher 
element 
¡Seized on' the incident as an excuse to 
ptart a demonstration. 


Attack Everything Servian. 


They were joined bj' a number of 
proatian students and the crow;d passed 
^long the streets stoning the windows 
pf Servian . shops, ' clubs, 
schools and 
Rouses and looting the interiors! 


They paraded the streets ^^^th a por- 
trait rofEittpefor Francis Joseph at thieir 
fcead. They sang the Austrian national 
pnthem and attacked everything Servian 
until they were confronted by an over- 
tvhelming force of soldiers. 


Martial law was proclaimed by beat 
•f drum and the posting of placards. 


All the chief points of the city were 
protected by troops. 


Death Masks Taken, 


Death masks of the archduke and 
duchess were taken today and the bodies 
placed on a catafalque in the chapel of 
the palace and surrounded by a mag- 
nificent display of wreaths and other 
floral- emblems from all parts of the 
country. 


According to the semi-ofBcial report 
of the tragedy, when Cavrio Prinzip, 
the young assassin, fired the fatal shots, 
Field Marshal Oskar Potiorek, governor 
of Bosnia, was seated in the archduke's 
motor car. 
Count Francis Von Harrach 
was' standing on the footboard of the 
car acting as a shield to the occupants 
of whom he had constituted himself the 
special bodyguard after the bomb had 
been fclirown a short time before by 
Nedeljo Gabrinovich. 


The archduke was joking with 
the 
count about his precautions when the 
reports of several shots rang out 
Assassins' Aim True. 


The aim of the assassins was so true 
that each of the bullets inflicted a

henberg, 
while 
they 
were 
driving 
through the streets of Saraveyo, 
the 
Bosnian capital. 


The archduke and his wife were vic- 
tims of the second attempt in the sam;' 
day against their lives. 
First a bomb 
was thrown at the automobile in which 
they yere driving to the town hall. 


Forewarned, however, of 
a possible 
attempt against his life, the archduke 
was watchful and struck the 
missile 
aside with his arm. 
It fell under an 
feutomobile 
which carried 
members of 
his suite, wounding 
Count von 
Boos 
Waldeck and Colonel Merizzo. 


Aim is Deadly. 


On their return from the town hall, 
the archduke and the duchess were driv- 
ing to the hospital, when the Servian, 
Gavrio Prinzip, darted at the car and 
fired a volley at the occupants. 
His 
aim was true, for the archduke and his 
wife were 
mortally 
wounded. 
With 
them at the time was the governor of 
the 
city, 
who 
escaped injury. 
The 
bodies of his murdered companions col- 
lapsed across him and protected him 
from stray bullets. 


The governor shouted to the chauffeur 
to rush to the palace at top speed. Phy- 
siciaîiB were in prompt attendance, but 
their services were useless as the arch- 
duke and his wife were dead before the 
palace was reached.

New Heir to Throne. 


Archduke 
Charles 
Francis, 
known 
popularly as Karl, who becomes heir to 
the Austrian throne, owing to the mor- 
ganatic birth of Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand's children, debarring their suc- 
cession, has 
been 
carefully educated 
with a view of fitting him for the posi- 
tion of emperor. 
He difi'ers from all 
other members of the imperial family 
inasmuch as he is the first member of 
the imperial house to have been edu- 
cated in the public schools of Vienna, 
where he mixed with pupils represent- 
ing every class of society. 
He asso- 
ciated with 
workingmen 
and trades 
people, and joined them in their games, 
thus getting into closer touch with the 
aspirations 
and ideals of 
the 
people 
than any of the other Hapsburgs. 
He 
is a 
first 
lieutenant 
in the Austrian 
navy. 


The murders occurred with such ra- 
pidity that many persons near the 
scene 
did not even hear the shots. 
The street 
is very narrow and the assassin was 
able to fire at close range. 


Anti-Servian 
demonstrations 
began 
last night. 
The crowds knelt in the 
streets and sang the national anthem. 
The mayor of Sarayevo issued a procla- 
mation to the residents of the city de- 
nouncing the crime and declaring that 
by the confessions of the assassins, it 
was shown beyond all doubt 'that the 
bomb thrown 
at 
the 
archduke's car 
came from Belgrade. 


Tried to Dissuade Him. 


It is said that after the attempt with 
the bomb near the girls' high school, the 
duchess tried to dissuade the archduke 
from venturing in the motor car again. 
To allay her fear, M. Potiorek, governor 
of Bosnia, said: 
"Its all over now. We 
have not more than one murderer in 
Sarayevo," whereupon the archduke de- 
cided to go on. 


Archduke 
Francis 
Ferdinand, 
who 
was heir presumptive to the throne of 
Austria, was born December 18, 1863. 
His father, the Archduke Carl Ludwig, 
was a brother of Emperor Fiancis Jo- 
seph, and his mother w a s Maria An- 
nunciata, daughter of Ferdinand II, of 
Naples. 
Francis Ferdinand was still a 
boy when his mother died, 


in 1893 his father, then over fifty, 
married Princess Maria Theresa 
Von 
Braganza, the 18 year old daughter of 
King Miguel, of Portugal. 
The new 
stepmother 
established 
an 
exemplary 
home. , Ferdinand always held her in 
high esteem. 
She and her daug^hter, the 
archduceBB, Maria Annunciata, were the 
oaljr «ladi)BB present 
as 
witnesses of 


Francis 
Ferdinand's 
morganatic 
mar- 
riage to the Bohemian countess, Sophie 
Chotek, who later was elevated to the 
rank of duchess of Hohenberg by the 
emperor.

baroness. 


With the crown prince thus removed, 
the first choice as an heir to Francis 
•Joseph fell to his brother, the Arch- 
duke Carl Ludwig, but he already was 
an old man and he declined the honors 
in favor of his eldest son, Francis Fer- 
dinand. 
The title of heir was never 
officially conferied upon Francis 
Fer- 
dinand, but from his twenty-sixth year 
his training for the throne was carried 
on. 


His escapades had been such as are 
so often ascribed to royal lads, but it 
is said that many of the criminal prank.-? 
related about him were really those of 
his wilder brother. Otto. 
The story was 
once widelv printed that in a drunken 
freak he stopped a peasant funeral near 
Prague and amused himself by lea])i];g 
his horse half a dozen times over tlie 
bier. 
This and many 
such 
instance? 
were officially investigated by parlia- 
ment 
and 
declared to be mendacious 
slander. 


Francis Ferdinand, according to his 
admirers, 
h.ad an altogether 
different 
personality than such stories indicate, 
île had a very thorough military train- 
ing, extending over twenty years, and 
in 1891 he was made a general. 
He 
reorganized the 
general 
staff of the 
Austro-Hungarian army with such suc- 
cess as to excite the admiration of all 
Europe. 
As a hobby he took up loco- 
motive engineering and received a diplo- 
ma as a full-fledged railroad engineer. 
He was said to enjoy nothing so much 
as running an engine. He also became 
recognized as one of thei best shots in 
his country. 
His visit to the United 
States was made in 1892, at the time of 
the world's faii" in Chicago. 
He made 
a dairy of the trip, which 
continued 
around the Avorld, and which is an in- 
teresting piece of travel literature, dis- 
playing shrewd comments of apprecia- 
tion of things 
he saw and did. 
He 
thought this globe-touring would espe- 
cially contribute to his education as a 
future monarch.

The plans of the assassins contem- 
plated, it is said, the blowing up of the 
royal train when the archduke and his 
wife were leaving Sarayevo in case the 
attempt by Cavrio Prinzip failed.

was learned today that several bombs 
were found along the Sarayevo railway 
over which the archduke and his wife 
would have traveled. 


Prinzip's own plans 
were 
carefully 
laid. 
He secreted 
himself 
behind 
a 
building at a spot whore it was neces- 
sary for the archduke's car to slacken 
speed. 
Pome accounts of the crime say 
he actually stood on the step of the 
ducal car as he fired the shots. 


WAS CAREFULLY PLANNED. 


Crime Engineered by Others Higher Up 
Than Actual Assassins. 


London, June 29.—Every dispatch to- 
day from Sarayevo and Vienna brought 
additional evidence that the assassina^ 
tion of Archduke Francis Ferdinand and 
the Duchess of Hohenberg was one of 
the most carefully planned crimes ever 
carried out against royal personages. 


Indications from the scene of the trag- 
edy show that it was engineered by per- 
sons possessing more mature organizing 
ability than that of the youthful as- 
sassins. 
It is generally thought in Aus- 
tria and Hungary that the plotters had 
their 
headquarters 
in 
Belgrade, 
the 
Servian capital. 


Servian hatred of 
Austrians, 
which 
always has been violent, has been fo- 
mented by the newspapers in Belgrade 
and by agitators throughout Servia and 
Bosnia, who have helped to inflame the 
minds of the students and to induce 
them to sacrifice their lives in the be- 
lief that they will go down to history 
as patriots. 


Yesterday's crime seems likely to have 
a contrary effect to that desired by its 
authors. 
Even before thé bodies of the 
murdered couple have been interred, the 
Austrian authorities are contemplating 
severe 
measures 
against 
the 
Serbs 
among the inhabitants of Austria and 
Bosnia. 
These measures are likely fur- 
ther to embitter the relations between 
the two countries as Avell as those be- 
tween Russia and Austria. Russia is the 
protector of all Serbs. 


Archduke Fi-ancis Ferdinand, it is as- 
serted today, was well aware of the dan- 
ger he was running during his tour of 
Bosnia, wtiich he undertook as inspector 
•general of the forces of the empiré; This 
title was conferred upon him last year 
by Emperor Francis Joseph. 
His chief 
task was to inspect the Austrian army 
which guarded tne lervian frontier dur> 


WILSON WISES CONDOLENCE. 


Washington, June 29.—President Wil- 
son today sent the following message of 
condolence to the emperor of Austra- 
Hungary:

ness, Archduke Francis Ferdinand, and 
consort, at an assassins' hands, I ex- 
tend to your majesty, to the royal fam- 
ily and to the government of Austra- 
Hungary, the sincere condolence of the

States and an expression of my own 
profound sympathy." 


POLITICAL EFFECT MOMENTOUS. 


Situation at Rudolph's Equally Tragic 
Death Now Repeated.

The situation produced by 
the equally tragic death of Archduke 
Rudolph repeats itself today. 


Archduke Francis Ferdinand, when he 
became heir presumptive, was as com- 
paratively unknown as is Archduke Karl 
today, but with this Important differ- 
ence that Emperor Francis Joseph then 
had prospects of many years still to 
reign. Now in the nature of'^thinga the 
empire must in a comparatively short 
time be governed by an inexperienced 
prince instead of a ruler with twenty

laws and in the event of a division of 
the monarchy without such voluntary 
renunciation the son of Francis Ferdi- 
nand might succeed to the Himgarian 
throne. 


Burden on Aged Emperor. 


The death of Francis Ferdinand will 
throw all burdens of government on the 
aged emperor and at the moment it is 
next to impossible to predict what po- 
litical results will follow 
yesterday's 
tragedy. 


The late archduke had a tremendously 
strong personality and Avielded an enor- 
mous influence in every department of 
political, military and naval affairs. He 
possessed a temperament of fiejy en- 
ergy. 
He was bitterly opposed to Hun- 
garian and all separatist movements. He 
was in favor of the restoration of tem- 
poral power of the pope which made him 
unpopular with Italy, endangered Ital- 
ian alliances and ia believed to have 
looked to an 
alliance 
with 
southern 
Slav races to counteract Hungarian in- 
fluence. 
"WHiether this was true or not 
he certainly was 
anxious to 
increase 
Austrian influence in the Balkans and 
worked energetically with that aim in 
view, which is held as explaining Serv- 
ian antagonism toward him. 


Little is known of 
Archduke 
Karl 
Francis Joseph's political leanings, but 
it is supposed that with the disappear- 
ance of such a strong personality Aus- 
tria may soon enter upon a period of 
greater quietude than she would have 
experienced 
under 
Archduke 
Francis 
Ferdinand. 


The opinion has gained ground in au- 
thoritative circles here that the future 
of Austria-Hungary 
now, more 
thaï! 
ever, depends upon the health of the 
venerable Emperor Francis Joseph. 


It was pointed out in higher political 
circles that if the emperor is permitted 
to reign only a few years more every- 
thing may continue as usual and Arch- 
duke Francis 
Ferdinand's 
death 
will 
have little lasting material effect upon 
the foreign or domestic affairs of the 
dual monarchy. 


It was ar^ed that should a youthful 
and inexperienced ruler like the Arch- 
duke Charles Francis Joseph, son of the 
Jate Archduke Otto, suddenly be called 
on to take the reins of government a 
period of anxiety might supervene. 


The bodies of the murdered couple 
are expected to reach here tomorrow and 
will be buried next week at Anstetten, 
upper Austria, in accordance with the 
archduke's wishes. 
Already the city is 
draped in mourning. 


It has been decided the bodies are not 
to lie in state in the court chapel as the 
duchess was not regarded as a member 
of the imperial family. 
The lying in 
state, therefore, will take place at St. 
Stevens' chapel or the Belvidere chapel.

other food or drink disturb the mother's 
digestion 
this m a y have an unfavor- 
able efTect on the milk. I t is necessary, 
therefore, to Avatch t h e diet A'ory care- 
fully and eliminate 
all articles 
that 
actually shoAV themselves to be unsuit-

"I haye no doubt t h a t there are be- 
tAveen 50,000 and Tó.DOO cases of pellagra 
in the United States today—almost all 
south of the i\Iason and Dixon 
line. 
Prior tí) tAventy years ago the disease 
Avas practically unknoAvn in this country. 
If here a t all it Avas only in sporadic 
form until 1907 or 1008. Avhen it became 
epidemic. I t Avas A-ery virulent a t first, 
b u t is noAv decreasing in A-irulence. 


"As a result of our investigation ••ve 
hnA'e completely rejected the theory that 
pellagra is caused by eating spoiled corn. 
The tlieory of Dr. Sambon t h a t pellagra

"Pellagra is undoubtedly an infection, 
b u t it is not easily transmissible from 
one person to another. 
Persons AA'ho con- 
tract pellagra iisually are run doAvn in 
health and have a predisposition Avhich 
makes them 
unable to resist t h e dis- 
ease. 
Children have it mildly and get 
over it. I t spreads 
most 
frequently 
Avhere sanitarj' conditions are not good. 
The treatment is similar t o that in'^tu- 
berculosis—plenty of fresh 
air, good 
food and rest. 
Many 
pellagrins get 
Avell." 


ed to t h e mother. 
If, in addition, a 
Avoman eats 
slowly. 
cheAvs her food 
thoroughly, 
and, 
above 
all, refrains 
from worry there Avill be no reason to 
suppose t h a t the maternal milk will not 
agree 
Avith the baby. 
Constipation 
should be guarded against as carefully 
diiring the period of lactation as dur- 
ing pregnancy.

If the milk is scanty, the need Tor 
a more generous diet is indicated. Plen- 
t y of fresh milk, eggs, fresh vegetables, 
ripe fruit, and other plain, simple food 
are required. 
If t h e appetite is capri- 
cious. it Avill be Avell to eat lightly 
five 
or six times a day. 
It is necessary- to 
reiterate 
t h e importance of a quiet 
state of mind for all t h e nursing 
mothers. 


There is no one thing 
which 
more 
certainly and completely interferes witli 
the secretion of the milk than any over- 


Avrought, nerA'ous 
condition, 
and, a.1- 
though in the presence of grave causes 
for Avorry or sorroAv it seems 
some- 
times almost impossible to be self-con- 
trolled. the thought t h a t the little life, 
perhaps, is dependent upon it Avill serve 
to give the mother the strength 
requir- 
ed.' 


The mother should haA^e pleasant ex- 
ercise, out-of-door life, pleasure, cheer- 
ful society, and be surrounded as f a r 
as possible Avith the things t h a t inter- 
est her. 
She should striA-e t o haA'e a t 
least 
eight hours 
sleep a t night, 
and, 
if her rest is broken then, t o make it 
up during the day Avhen the baby sleeps. 
Plenty of fresh air and simshine are al- 
AA-ays desirable. 


There is usually a period a f t e r t h e 
nurse has gone and the mother is left 
to herself 
Avhen t h e weariness 
result- 
ing 
from her own 
somewhat 
feeble 


health, broken sleep, and the worry con- 
sequent upon taking care of the 
baby 
alone causes t h e milk t o diminish in 
quantity. I t is a t this time t h a t m a n y 
a 
mother 
concludes t h a t the baby is! 
starving and is very apt t o become dig-' 
couraged and give up nursing as hope- ! 
less. 


This is great mistake. 
I t is usually 
true 
t h a t the strain 
of this period is relieved, day by day 
as mother and babe gradually 
become' 
adjusted; her health revÍA-es and 
slow- 
ly but certainly things Avill groAv moré 
comfortable, and Avith this will come the', 
milk. 
So t h a t if the mother Avill only 
strive t o carry 
herself and the baby 
past this epoch she Avill in all likeli- 
hood be able t o nurse the baby 
quite 
successfully. 
A t least 
every 
possible 
means t o this end should be tried be- 
fore Aveaning is resorted to.

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The New Highway 
Commission. 


Witii the recent appointment by Oovemor Ealston of 
the new state commission to study the problem of good 
roads for Indiana there is encouragin^^ prospect of defin- 
ite and systematic effort along lines in which Indiana has 
needlessl}^ wasted a great deal of both energy and money. 
We have desired better highways, and that results have 
not been of higher grade has been due not to a lack of 
either time or money expended bnt rnther to the absence 
of definite system and expert snpervifcion in this most im- 
portant work. 
Nobody is satisfied ^/ith results accom- 
plished in road construction and maintenEince, and pretty 
nearly everybody has a remedy to advance. The lack of in- 
telligent co-operation has resulted in the hodge-podge sys- 
tem of highways—a few good, more only passably good, 
and a vast majority impossible in»the light of modem road 
construction. 


Renewed local interest in the matter of better roads, 
reflected in the campaign for the Lincoln highway and the 
dozens of petitions for stone roads in Allen county, is but 
a manifestation of the spirit that is moving the entire 
state. It has crystallized into the organization of the new 
state commission, but the powers of that body do not ex- 
tend beyond a thorough study of the problem and a 
recommendation to the next legislature as to precisely 
what ought to be enacted into law to bring about road im- 
provement. That the question of good roads is going to 
figure largely in the Indiana campaign this year is now 
certain. It can scarcely be ignored by either of the larger 
political parties, for .the demand of the public for road im- 
provement is widesx^read and pronounced. >=If the com- 
mission shall be able to sift from the mass of suggestions 
certain to be made to it, a plan that will result in state- 
wide highway improvement, it will perform a service of 
Incalculable value to the public. 


Before the close of the present week it is expected 
that the interstate commerce commission will announce its 
decision on the petition of the eastern railway lines for 
permission to make the 5 per cent, advance in freight 
rates. It is pretty generally believed that the roads will 
be given leeway for increased receipts from freight traf- 
fic, though few experts are of the opinion that the finding 
will permit the 5 per cent, advance all along the litie. 
Whatever guessing you desire to do about it, you will need 
to move rapidly in order to qualify for the I-told-you-so 
ranks.

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"Is the Liquor Traffic Doomed?" 
"Yes!" Declares Rev. H. B. Master 1 


An affirmative answer to the question, 
"Is the Liquor Traffic Doomed?" was 
given by Rev. Henry B. Master, of the 
First Presbyterian church, in the course 
of a sermon 
on that 
theme 
Sunday 
morning. 


Rev. Mr. Master spoke from the text, 
"Shall the weak brother perish for whom 
Christ died?"—(I Cor. 8:11). 
His ser- 
mon follows: 


"It is always difficult to 
separate 
the ink from the blotter when the blot- 
ter had absorbed it. but it 
can 
be 
done. 
It 
is 
even 
more 
difficult 
to 
separate as between a 
man 
and his 
business, but here again it is poasible. 
At aU events, we must make an honest 
effort to distinguish between the man 
who makes or sells the liquor and the 
evils that flow from the consumption of 
that liquor. 
We must do so for the 
simple reason that there is as much dif- 
ference in the characters of the men 
who are engaged in the sale of intoxi 
cants as there is in the chai-acter nf 
those who use them. 


"Of course it is impossible to 
e x p e c t 
that all men will look at any matter in 
the same light or come to the same con- 
clusion regarding it. 
Because of the 
evils which seem to be insparable from 
it, there are men who hate the liquor 
traffic as they hate nothing else in this 
world, but there are others who defend 
it and among the latter there are some 
undeniably good men of 
unquestioned 
integrity. 


"It ought, however, to be pcissible to 
discuss this qiiestion without rancour 
or bitterness, without resort to misstate- 
I ment or perversion of the facts. As the 
National Liquor Dealers' Journal said 
not long ago, 'Ultimatedly all questions 
must be settled by moral standards,' and 
those standards must apply to the argu- 
ment pro and con as truly as to the 
matter at issue. It is iust as immoral to 
distort facts and garble figures as it is 
to do anything else which 
is 
A^Tong. 
Nothing is ever gained by such methods, 
and the man who is 
guilty of 
fhem, 
whether he be a brewer or a prohibition- 
ist, suffers immeasurable loss. 


From Economic Standpoint. 


"First of all then, let us look at this 
matter from the |conomic standpoint. 
T do not recollect ever to have seen a 
statement of the actual profit which 
liquor pays the manufacturer, but judg- 
ing by the number of millionaire brewers 
and distillers it must be very rnnsidrr- 
able. 
If it did not pay tiemendously 
relatively fewer men would be engaged 
in the business, and they would not 
fight so bitterly and so persistently to 
control and extend the market for their 
goods. 


"We are helped to an understanding of 
why it pays as few other forms of in- 
dustry can be made to pay, when we re- 
flect that the invested capital amounts 
to about $772,000,000, and that the an- 
nual cost of the raw material used is 
about $140,000,000 and the annual wage 
of the employes is 
about 
.?4.5.,000,000. 
But the finished product soils for al- 
most $2,000,000,000! 
To be accurate, 
eay something more than $1,800,000,000. 
That represents a pretty fair margin of 
profit even after you have deducted the 
amount spent for licenses and saloon 
rent, and advertising, and the purchase 
of public officials and political parties, 
and the defense of law-breaking agents. 


"We spend about the same amount 
each year for bread and clothing that 
we do for intoxicants, but whereas it rr- 
quires only 63,000 workers to produce 
the liquor, it requireo 493,000 to produce 
the bread and clothing. 
Tlie employes 
of the breweries and distilleries receive 
about $45,000,000 in wages, while the 
workers in the baking and clothing in- 
dustries receive $244,000,000! 
This re- 
veals a much larger per capita wage in 
favor of the employes of the liquor 
dealers, but their employes are siu'ely 
entitled to it, since the death rate in 
their trade is 10 per cent, higher than it 
is in all the other trades taken as a 
•whole. 
Think, then, what is means to 
say that you could supply the entire 
population of the LTnited States with 
bread and clothing for the sum now 
squandered each year for drink! 


The Raw Material Phase. 


"Great stress has been laid—by the 
brewers and 
their 
agents—upon 
the 
amount of raw material which they and 
the distillers consume. It is interesting 
to know that it amounts to just 3 per 
cent, of the average harvest! 
And when 
this grain has been converted into intoxi- 
cants and the intoxicants adulterated as 
they often are, it furnishes about .003 of 
1 per cent, of the traffic of our rail- 
roads. 


"If this were all there is to the story 
•it might as well go without the telling. 


One billion 
eight hundred 
thousand 
dollars 
is 
only 
the 
first 
cost of the 
•liquor. 
It gives us no inkling of the 
ultimate cost which must be paid by 
every community where the sale of it is 
permitted. 
It tells us nothing about the 
paupers, the criminals, the defectives 
and the degenerates whom liquor con- 
tinually creates. 
It says nothing about 
the cost of supporting the victims of al- 
coholism. 
Why the amount paid for 
board alone in the case of those arrest- 
.fed for intoxication runs into amazing 
figures. 
To car© for these victims of 
liquor It costs th« state of Massachu- 
setts $2 for each $1 which it receives for 
licensing the sale of it. The figures may 
vary a little, but the general average in 
All the states must be about the same. 
Some Indiana Figures. 


"Here in Indiana the money spent for 
«ourta and jails, and prisons and re- 
formatories, 
and 
homes 
for 
feeble- 
minded amounts to saj^ $5,000,00 per 
year. 
Calculate that only 50 per cent, 
of the crimes committed in Indiana are 
due to the influence of liquor (that esti- 
mate is absurdly low!) and that about 
60.per cent, of all feeble-mindedness and 
idiocy must be assigned to 
the 
samp 
cause, and you will see that about half 
of this $5,000,000 must be charged to tbs 
manufacture and sale 
of 
intoxicants, 
"the state receives about $1,500,000 in 
license fees and if every penny of this 
money went into the school fund—which 
Jrou jtnow is not the case—there would 
«till be a net loss of about $1,000,000 
each year -which the taxpayers must pro- 
ifide because the people at present choose 
to license the manufacture and sale of 
Iiqil6r within the state of Indiana. 
You 
iatJ not equate 
tears, 
and 
broken 
hearts, and wrecked homes, and ruined 
Uvea in terms of dollars and cents, but 


From Its Legal Standpoint. 


"(2) 
Or suppose you consider 
this 
matter from the legal standpoint. 
The 
liquor business furnishes the moat glar- 
ing instance of lawlessness to be found 
in the ann?43 of civilization. It requires 
a constant LHtle to keep those engaged 
in it anywhere near, the limits of the 
law. 
If the vigilance of the police of- 
ficials is relaxed for a moment, or if 
their consent can be purchased, that 
instant many of the saloonkeepers treat 
every legal restriction with contempt. 


"Perhaps this is to be accounted for 
by the fact that the saloon is the chosen 
haunt of the low and vicious elements of 
society. 
It is one of the first places to 
which the 'plain clothes' 
man 
turns 
when he is in search of some criminal. 


"It is the open boast of the liquor 
element that prohibition does not pro- 
hibit. But suppose the men who desired 
to profit by slave labwr should declare 
that no amendment to the constitution 
of the United States and that no state 
legislation could prevent their doing sol 
Suppose the 
multitudinous 
druggists 
should assert that no legal restriction 
should be placed upon the 
sale of dan- 
gerous and habit-foirming drugis and 
that 
they proposed to sell those drugs -ivhen- 
soever and to whomsoever they pleased! 
Suppose that 
every 
manufacturer 
of 
foodstuiTs-despite the law—adulterated 
his product whenever he saw fit to do 
so! 
Is it unfair to say that this is pre- 
cisely the attitude of the liquor deal- 
ers in this matter (if prohibition? 
In 
all so-called dry territory they propose 
to do everything within their power to 
foster the breaking of the law. 
They 
freely admit that in this land where he 
will of the majority is supposed to n.ie, 
they stand ready to thwart that will by 
selling to the minoi'ity who insist upon 
purchasing intxooiants. 
They tell us in 
effect that their business is the only 
business with which no law is capable 
of coping. 


Hope in Fee's Figures. 


"In proof of this one of 
their 
own 
trades papers has pointed out that in 
prohibition Maine. $! ,ini\(!no 
is spent 
annually for liquor. 
Yet there is hope 
in those figures—furnished by the enemy 
—for they prove that Maine's per capita 
expenditure is only $1.48 as opposed to 
$17.30 which is the per capita expendi- 
ture taking the nation as a whole. 
The 
liquor dealers boast that they ship 20,- 
000.000 gallons of their 
product into 
dry territory each year—despite the fact 
that the majority have said they do not 
v.-ish it sold there. 
But there" is hope 
even in those figiires for in that drv ter- 
ritory dwell 15.000,000 of our population 
and the per capita consumption of liquor 
there amounts to but one and one-quar- 
ter gallons as opposed to twenty-two 
gallons for the whole 
Tnited 
States! 
That looks as though proliihition were 
nineteen-twentieths pfTei'tivo at least! 


The Real Point. 


"But thp point is not whethei- prohi- 
bition ran be made to prohibit, but what 
wp are to think of an industry which 
deliberately refuses to abide by the laws 
which are enacted expresslv to control 
it? 
What 
are we to think of the men 
who resort to everv knavish trick to 
force liquor into territory where the will 
of the majority has said it shall not be 
sold? 
What would become of America 
if all its citizens acted in like manner? 
The fact is, as a recent writer has truly 
said of the liquor industry, that 'to per- 
petuate itself it has formed 
alliances 
with the slums that repel all conscien- 
tious and patriotic citizens. 
It 
de- 
liberately aids the most corrupt political 
powers, and backs w^ith all its resources 
the most unworthy men, the most cor- 
rupt and recreant officials. It does not 
aid the purification of 
m\micipal. 
or 
state, or national administration, 
'^'^^y? 
Because it has to ask immunity for its 
own lawlessness!' 
L-est you might make 
the mistake of supposing that this is 
the judgment of some narrow-minded 
man "chiefly interested in curtailing the 
divine rights of his fellows, let me. tell 
you that it taken bodily from the of- 
ficial organ of the liquor tra.ffic. the Na- 
tional Liquor Dealers' Journal! 
It is 
the same writer who goes on to say. 'To 
us there is the handwriting on the wall, 
and its's interpretation spells doom.' 


Breeder of Lawlessness. 


"Lawless itself, it is the most prolific 
breeder of lawlessness the 
world 
has 
ever known. In 1912, 96 per cent, of all 
the criminals committed to the jail and 
penitentiaries of 
Massachusetts 
„ were 
found to be victims of intemperance, and 
i'., was only this last week that the 
newspapers chronicled the circulation of 
a petition in one of the great prisons of 
Pennsylvania which it 
was 
expected 
1,500 men would sign, praying the state 
legislature to prohibit the sale of intoxi- 
cants in Pennsylvania! 
You see those 
prisoners are looking forward to a,time 
when they will be released and they 
want to stay out of jail. 


"Why, there is nothing in this world 
which 
you 
can compare with 
liquor 
as a breeder of vice 
and 
crime. 
Of 
course, I am not speaking now of the 
decent, 
law-abiding 
saloonkeeper 
who 
does not keep open after hours or on 
public holidays, who will not sell to 
minors, or to already intoxicated men, 
or to habitual drunkards, 
but 
where 
there is one saloonkeeper of that type 
there are fifty who are the reverse in 
every particular. 


"The fundamental object of every law 
is to protect the weak gainst the ag- 
gression of the strong. 
The liquor men 
are strong and to license the manufac- 
ture of intoxicants is simply to put the 
weak at their mercy and so permit them 
to be openly and consistently tempted to 
their doom. 


"(3) 
Suppose you consider this mat- 
ter from the social standpoint. 
A man 
owes it to himself to keep his body and 
mind in such condition that he may be 
equal to the demands which modern life 
makes upon him. 
Yet it is a simple 
matter of experience that the alcohol 
which all intoxicants contain weakens 
the muscles, ruins the nerves and under- 
mines the Avhole constitution. 
Men who 
are in the full vigor of early manhood 
when the powers of resistance and re- 
•^cuperation are at the maximum usually 
doubt this statement, but it is guaran- 
teed and underwritten by an amount of 
scientific evidence which is incontrovert- 
ible. Sixty-three life insurance compan- 
ies have declared, as the result of inves- 
tigation and the testimony of their rec- 
ords, that even the moderate use of 


whole question of the efiFect of alcohol 
upon the muscular and nervous systems 
has been gone into with such scientific 
accuracy that it is about as well under- 
stood as any question can be. Any dis- 
interested authority will tell you that 
alcohol is a slow poison. 


"If it did not unfit men for their daily 
duties, why should it be so increasingly 
difficult for drinking men to obtain and 
hold situations of responsibility? 
If an 
employer has two workmen, one a total 
abstainer and the other a drinking nian, 
c.. 
is compelled to discharge one of 
them, which one will he retain? 
Which 
one would you discharge? 
Many such 
employers have 
no 
prejudice 
against 
liquor, but they have 
a 
tremendous 
prejudice against inefficiency and the 
presence of men in their shops 
whose 
muddled brains and unsteady hands may 
at any moment result in a suit for $10,- 
000 damages, or the destruction of the 
whole plant. 


From an Interesting Source, 


"Testimony to the effect of liquor upon 
the efficiency of men comes from a sin- 
gularly interesting source. 
It was Em- 
peror William of Germany 
who said 
some time ago to the naval cadets at 
Mürwik: 
'I know 'ery well that pleas- 
ure in drinking is an old heritage of the 
Hermans, but we must by self-discipline 
free ourselves from this evil! 
» • 
* 
In my reign of twenty-two years I have 
observed that of the great number of 
crimes appealed to me, nine-tenths were 
due to alcohol 
* * * As you will 
obser%'e for yourselves, naval service de- 
mands a height of efi"ort which it is 
hardly 
possible 
to 
sui7)ass. 
• 
• 
* 
The next war. the next battle will de- 
mand of you sound nerves. Xerve power 
will decide the victory. 
Now nerves are 
undermined and endangered from youth 
up 
by 
the 
use 
of alcohol. 
* • 
* 
Therefore this is wliat I expect of you— 
that here in the naval academy or on 
shipboard, in all comradeship and friend- 
liness. which need not suirer in any way 
thereby, you do not coimt the use of 
alcohol one of your privileges. 
This is 
a matter of very great importance to 
our navy and to our people. 
If you 
train the troops to renounce alcohol, I 
shall have sane and soimd subjects. 
If 
you uphold these principles, it will up- 
lift the people morally. I pray for your 
co-operation in this work.' 


Good for One, Good for All. 


Now. if total abstinenoo is good for 
the sailors on the ship, it is good for 
the soldiers on the lan<f'. If it is good 
for the army of fighting men. it is good 
for the army of the workers of the 
v.orld. 
If it is good for the athlete, it 
is good for every man who desires a 
sound mind in a sound body. 


"There is another aspect of this mat- 
tpr which desorA'Ps more than a passing 
mention. 
In an ever-increasing stream 
men and women are pouring into the 
madhouses and homes for the defective 
and degenerate throughout 
our 
land. 
Every father and every mother ought to 
know that the greater part of all the 
mentally diseased, the idiots and the 
cripples, have to thank the alcholism -^f 
their parents or their grandparents for 
their pitiable condition. 
Any man who 
cares to know the truth abovit the im- 
pairment of 
mentii,l and 
physical 
ef- 
ficiency which alcohol produces, can do 
so if he will go to any experimental 
laboratory. 
There he can see those ef- 
fects measured with the same accuracy 
and ease with which he could measure a 
yard of cloth or a pound of tea. 
Thou- 
sands with bitterness of heart have been 
forced to witness the awful effects, not 
simply of intemperance, but of what is 
called moderate drinking, in the physical 
and mental deficiency of their own off- 
spring. 


From Moral Standpoint. 


"(4) 
Suppose then you consider this 
matter from the moral standpoint. 
It 
iji disheartening at times to see how men 
insist upon mixing up money considera- 
tions with moral issues. 
Emphatically 
it is not true that the community Avhich 
is deprived of liquor ceases to thrive. 
It 
was John Mitchell who once said when 
he 
was 
arguing 
that 
liquor 
was 
the 
foe 
of 
trades 
union- 
ism: 
'Povertv 
has 
driven 
many 
a 
strong man to drink, and 
drink 
has 
driven many a strong man to poverty. 
When you shut down a distillery, a fac- 
tory takes its place, and when you close 
up a saloon a grocery store is put in.' 
But even if this were not true, if it 
could be shoAvn that to abolish the manu- 
facture of liquor would cost the city, 
the state, the nation 
a 
large sum of 
money, this ought to have no bearing on 
the subject. Our judgment in this mat- 
ter must be governed by moral consid- 
erations, by which, ultimately, all great 
questions are decided. 


"It was Mr. Rudyard Kipling who set 
this fact before us 
with 
surpassing 
vividness. 
One night in a concert hall 
he saw two young men ply two young 
girls with liquor until they were drunk. 
Then thev led them staggering down a 
dark street. 
'Then,' says Mr. Kipling, 
'recanting previous opinions I became a 
prohibitionist. 
Better it is that a man 
should go without his beer in public 
places, and content himself with swear- 
ing at the narrow-mindedness of the ma- 
jority, than to bring temptation to the 
iips of young fools such as the four I 
had seen. 
I understood now why the 
preachers rage against drink. 
I have 
said, 'There is no harm in it, taken mod- 
erately, and yet my own demand for 
beer helped to send those two girls 
Teeling down the street to—God knows 
what end. It is not good to let liquor 
lie before the eyes of children, and I 
have been a fool in writing to the con- 
trary.. " 


"It does not follow that a man is a 
fool, or a knave, or wicked in any sense 
because he feels as Mr. Kipling confesses 
he formerly felt about the matter. 


Some of the Opposition. 


"There are some who are opposed to 
prohibition for the simple reason that 
the proposal to stop the manufacture of 
liquor seems to involve two moral evils: 


"(a) 
First, the confiscation of prop- 
erty. 
But it is a well recognized prin- 
ciple that no right is violated when the 
state steps in and condemns a man's 
property which is needeX.for public use 
or the public good. 
That is a right 
which no state ever relinquishes. 
The 
emancipation of the slaves of the south- 
land was a clear act of confiscation by 
the national government, but the emanci- 
pation proclamation was written with 
an eye single to the greatest good of 
liquor 
increases 
the liability to con- 
tf you eould, think what the total would sumptiott and paves the way for every the greatest number. 
The issUe was a 
ilBMiiit tol;

dollars and cents did not enter into it. 
Abraham Lincoln, one of the most repr<;- 
sentative AmericanL, Avho has ever lived, 
was Avell persuaded 
that 
the 
Union 
could not exist half slave and half free, 
and the time will come when millions 
of our citizens will 
understand 
that 
American institutions must go down to 
ruin if our people persist in living half 
dnmk and half sober. No evil was ever 
cured simply by 
perpetuating it. 
If 
there were no other way out of the diffi- 
culty the state and national government 
could well afford to take over all the 
property now owned by the brewers and 
distillers and pay for it at the valuation 
of the present holders—the money thus 
invested would pay an annual dividend 
of at least 100 per cent. 


The Personal Liberty Plea. 


"(b) There are others who ai'e opposed 
to prohibition because they believe it 
involves a curtailment of personal lib- 
erty. 
A man may think he has a right 
to spend his own money as he chooses 
and within certain 
limits so he has. 
But he is never allowed to create 
pub- 
lic nuisance with it, and if he proposes 
tc waste it befoi-e he has supported his 
family the state steps in and says to 
him. 'Thou snalt not!' 
A man may not 
do what he chooses with his own life. 
It is a criminal offense for a man to at- 
tempt to leave his place in the ranks of 
humanity until God himself 
siunmons 
him to do so. Every man in America is 
free, but his liberty ends right where 
the freedom of his neighbor begins. The 
immediate result of forbidding the man- 
xifacture and sale of liquor would be to 
make it possible to wipe out a very large 
proportion of the laws by which our 
statute books are now cumbered. So far 
from curtailing our 
liberty 
it 
would 
actually enlarge it. 


"As the matter stands today, every 
man has a legal right to buy liquor as 
certain other men. Jiave the right to bell 
it. 
The questioil ig, iias any man the 
moral right to to iathejP the one or the 
other? 
Grant tlMci jjtwt can use it tem- 
perately, how 
ii'baut your neighbor, or 
yovir neighbor's boyi, dt your own boy? 
Have you a son to spare for enlistment 
in the great army of drunkards? 
Has 
any man a moral right to buy or sell 
liquor when by so doing he actually 
helps to put temptation in the way of 
hife weaker and less fortunate brethren? 
Does not every man owe something to 
his fellow men? 
Must not the strong 
bear the burdens of the weak? 
If you 
answer no, what becomea-of the principle 
upon Avhich trades unionism is founded? 
Upon which socialism in all its many 
forms lays stress? 
Will your union let 
the strong or the weak j n a n set the 
pace—establish 
the 
standard 
for 
the 
day's work in any given industry? Will 
it View with indifference the forced wil- 
lingness of the weaker brother to sell his 
labor for whatever it will bring in the 
open market in conapetition with better 
favored memben of fais CIEMS ? Whi', the 


most hopeful thing about the trades un- 
ionism of the present is its teaching that 
union men must mr.ke sacrifices to help 
other union men. 


"Will the socialist agree to the prin- 
ciple that every man must îook out for 
himself 
and the devil take the hind- 
most? 
Does not every socialist believe 
that all must stand for one and one for 
all? 
Will an}^ man who believes in the 
teaching of our Lord's parable of the 
Good Samaritan declare that because he 
is his own master and has a legal right 
to do certain things, he has therefore 
a moral right to exercise such freedom? 
It is utterly immoral to make it easier 
for men and women to falter and fail in 
the struggle for existence. 
It is basely 
immoral to push them down the path 
which leads to pauperism and crime and 
degradation and death. 


From Religious Standpoint. 


"(5) 
Consider this matter last of all 
from the standpoint of religion. 
It is 
the dutj^ of every church—it makes no 
difference by what name it is called-^ 
to help men a.. I women in their strug- 
gle toward higher and holier living. The 
church is bound to support every in- 
fluence which makes for righteousness 
and to oppose everything which is seen 
to promote indecency, dishonor and un- 
righteousness. 
If the minister and the 
priest did not see so 
many 
splendid 
specimens of manhood and womanhood 
ruined past all human hope of redemp- 
tion—they could not feel about this 
matter as many of them do feel. 
IJ 
they were not aliv3 to the fearful waste 
of life which liquor entails, their atti- 
tude would be very different from what 
it actually is. 


"Every branch of the Christian church 
has raised a voice of protest against this 
monstrous evil. 
Otu" own Presbyterian 
church has condemned it again and again 
in the plainest terms. 
Many a church 
has refused even to touch the money 
made in the liquor traffic and offered for 
religious uses, because it was the price 
of blood. 
The Roman Catholic church 
has voiced its protest in language which 
is unmistakable. 
It was Cardinal Man- 
ning who wrote and said, 'For thirty 
years I have been 
priest and bishop in 
London. 
I have learned some lessons, 
and the first thing is this: 
The crnef 
bar 
to 
the work 
of 
the 
Holy 
Spirit 
of 
God 
in 
the souls 
of 
men 
and 
women 
is 
intoxicating 
drink. 
I know of no antagonist more 
direct or more 
subtle 
than 
liquor. 
Archlaishop Ireland says: 
'There is no 
hope of improvement in any shape or 
form in the liquor traffic. There is noth- 
ing now to be done but to wipe it out 
completely." 
Such testimony from min- 
ister and priest and bishop and arch- 
bishop could be multiplied a thousand- 
fold 
From the standpoint of religion 
and the church there is not a single 
word which can be spoken in defense of 
this terrible cuise, which has béen the 
cauBfr of more burning tears and broken 


hearts, and wrecked homes, and ruined 
lives than all the other forces of evil 
combined. 


The Example of Christ. 


"Men—some 
raen--have 
been 
willing 
to speak of the example of Jesus Christ 
in this connection, but can any sane man 
believe, the conditions being what they 
wore in Palestine in his day and being 
what thej- are in our land in the present 
day. that he would do anything but 
blast an institution which has back of 
it the record which the saloon J^as? Do 
these men believe in Christ's teaching 
about money, and about divorce, and 
about the fate of those 
who 
put 
a 
stumbling block in the way of his lit- 
tle ones? 
It is the example of Jesus 
Christ and his teachings which inspire 
the men and women who 
today 
are 
fighting to save the weak brother for 
whom Christ died. 


"The author of that editorial in the 
National Liquor Dealers' Journal was 
quite right when he said: 
'Ultimately 
all questions must bo settled by moral 
standards; only in this way can man- 
kind be saved from self-effacement. The 
liquor traffic can not save itself by de- 
claring that government is incapable of 
coping with the problem it presents— 
when the people decide that it must go, 
it will be banished.' 
I also believe with 
him that 'there is the handwriting on 
the wall, and that 
its 
interpretation 
spells doom!'"

More hens' eggs are laid during the 
months of March, April, May and Jime 
than during the other eight months of 
the year. Therefore teh greater number 
of eggs consumed 
during 
the 
winter 
months are not fresh laid. 


Eggs are graded in storage according 
to size, color, "weight and location from 
•which they were obtained. 
The house- 
wife usually has no redress. 
She must 
take a chance on obtaining the best. 


Eggs are deficient in 
carbohydrates 
and therefore need 
to be eaten 
with 
starchy foods, bread, rice or potatoes. 
But they contain much nutriment in a 
concentrated form. 
They are strength- 
ening to feeble persons and healthful for 
children. 
Invalids should be served w-itli 
eggs not more than two days old if pos- 
sible. 


Always break each egg separately tftto 
a cup. 
Then there will be no danger of 
a bad one spoiling the others. 


Wash all eggs as soon as they are de- 
livered to you. 
Do not put them into 
the refrigerator until wiped clean. 


L'se the white of an egg for a bum; 
use egg shells for settling coffee and 
clarifying soup. 


For hoarseness, beat a fresh egg until 
thick 
with 
two tablespoons of 
sugar. 
Eat freely and the horseness will be re- 
lieved.

Many cooks do not know how to cook 
eggs. 
If soft cooked in the shell is de- 
sired. drop the egg into enough rapidly 
boiling water to cover them. Draw from 
the fire at once, cover tightly and allow 
to stand three minutes. 
The egg will 
be smooth and jelly-like when served. 


Eggs for salad or for deviling should 
he boiled thirty or forty minutes.

Prisoners and Rooters Gro 
from State tP Federal 
Jail. 


Leavenworth, Kau., J u n e 29.—Through 
ii great g a p in the towering •walls of the 
federal prison came a roar of voices, a 
Vousing yell f r o m throats 
hungry 
for 
sound. 
Five years ago t h a t would have 
spelled only one thing, but today not one 
of the scant sprinkling of guards in the 
•watch towers tightened hold of his rifle. 
The noise inside lessened, became indi- 
vidual calls. 
Then a sharp crack and a 
little pellet soared 
above 
the 
walls. 
Baseball in a prison 
field 
only 
partly 
enclosed! 


The federal prison 
lias had 
baseball 
for three years, but never until this sea- 
son had the experimenters gone so far 
as to bring outside ball teams into the 
prison. 


In 
the 
morning 
a 
"nine" 
came 
up 
from the st-ate prison a t 
Lansing 
to 
play 
for the 
convict 
championship 
of 
Kansas. 
The 
team from 
the 
Kansas 
penitentiary was accompanied by 
more 
than t w e n t y prison rooters, the 
prison 
band, sixteen guards and a number of 
prison officials. 
The rooters, the most 
proficient among the f a n s doing time at 
Lansing, were dressed in discharge suits. 
The Lansing team wore 
g r a y 
baseball 
suite and the federal prisoners blue. 


The federal prison 
has 
a 
baseball 
league of two teams, the Booker T,'s, a 
negro nine, and the Brown Sox, or white 
team. 
To the negroes, as the beat ball 
players of the prison, went the honor of 
meeting Lansing. 


Two men stepped out on the field and, 
thook hands. 
They were the umpires, 
one a prison 
guard from Lansing, 
the 
other a Superior (Neb.) former banker, 
who is staying here as a result of 
a 
clause in the national banking act. 
On 
t h e ball field the two men m e t on equal- 
ity, and they were the undisputed gov- 
ernors of that little track. 


Baseball is such a human thing! 
The 
man in the hundreds on the 
bleachers 
blm-red out the convict. 
They became a 
yelling, 
sweating, 
exhorting 
bleacher 
mob. 
A band—no. two bands were play- 
ing. 
Men got hot in the sun arid walked 
over to a water barrel and then strolled 
back to the blv-ncliers. 
You forgot the 
similarity 
in tho straw hats and 
caps 
and saw the infiTiitp variety t h a t lies in 
human countenances blazed with excite- 
ment. 


It w^as all baseball, except the peanut 
butchers. 
Yes. except there was no "um- 
pire baiting."' 
Authority rested on t h a t 
quiet, unostentatious 
one-tinip 
hanker 
and not a man cr.lied him "vnhbpr" or 
"thief." 
And he made a signally 
fair 
umpire, too. 
But— 


"Ouy. ouy, ouy! 
He swings 
like an 
old g a t e : " 


"Buck Weaver, you hold it like a coal 
pick!" 


The roar swelled and died and swelled 
again. The bands from tlie two prisons 
compl^'trd .Tiid 'lu'!-) jninc'] forcps in tlui 
</5ame band stand. 
A man in prison blue 
was dancing tho 
"Highland 
fling" 
in 
front of the bleachers. 
Over 
in 
the 
grandstand was T'homas W . "Morgan, the 
warden; visitors from Lansing and fed- 
eral trusties, 
black 
and 
white. 
The 
trusties 
had 
the choice of the 
grand- 
stand seats. 


I t was real baseball they played, and 
the federals Ip;! at 2 to 1 until near the 
end. when Lansing came through with a 
4 to 2 victory. 
But the several hundred 
federal prisoners proved tliat they were 
t r u e sportsmen and good losers by cheer- 
ing the best plnys of the victors.

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The New Highway Commission. 


With the recent appointment by Governor Ralston of 


the new state corn-mission to study the problem of good 
roads for Indiana there is encouraging prospect of defin- 
ite and systematic effort along lines in which Indiana has 
needlessly wnsted a great deal of both energy and money. 
We have desired bettor highways, and that results have 
not been of higher grade has been duo not to a. lack of 
either time or money expended, but rather to the- absence 
of definite system and expert supervision in this most im- 
portant work. Nobody i s satisfied with results accom- 
plished, in road construction and maintenance, and pretty 
nearly everybody has a remedy to advance. The lack of in- 
telligent co-oporation has resulted in the hodsre-podee sys- 
tem of highways—a few pood, more only passably good, 
and a vast majority impossible in the light of modern road 
construction. 


Renewed local interest in the matter of better roads, 


reflected in the campaign for tbn Lincoln highway and the 
dozens of petitions for stone roads in Allon county, is but 
a manifestation of the spirit that is moving the entire 
state. It has crystallized into the organization of the new 
state commission, but the powers of that body do not ex- 
tend beyond a thorough study of the problem and a 
recommendation to the next legislature as to precisely 
what ought to be enacted into law to bring about road im- 
provement. That the question of goo,! roads is going to 
figure largely in the Indiana campaign this year is now 
certain. It can scarcely be ignored by rather of the larger 
political parties, for the demand of the public for road im- 
provement is widespread and pronounced. If the com- 
mission shall be able to sift from the mass of suggestions 
certain to be made to it, a plan that will result in state- 
wide highway improvement, it will perform a service of 
Incalculable value to the public.

An affirmative answer to the question, 


"Is the Liquor TrafSc Doomed?" was 
given by Rev. Henry B. Master, of the 


• First Presbyterian church, iix the course 


of a aermon on that theme Sunday 
morning. 


Her. Mr. Master spoke from the text, 


"Shall the weak brother perish for whom 
Christ died?"—(I Cor. 8:11). His ser- 
mon follows: 


"It is always difficult to separate 


the ink from the blotter when the blot- 
ter had absorbed it, but it can be 
done. It 
is even more difficult 
to 


separate as between a 
man and his 


business, but here again it is possible. 
At all events, we must make an honest 
effort to distinguish between the man 
who makes or sells the liquor and the 
evils that flow from the consumption of 
that liquor. 
Wo must do BO for the 


simple reason that there is as much dif- 
ference in the characters of the men 
who are engaged in the sale of intoxi 
cants as there is in 
those who use thorn. 


the character of 


"Of course it is impossible to expect 


that all men will look at any matter in 
the same light or come to the same con- 
clusion regarding it. 
Because of the 


evils which seem to be insparable from 
it, there are men who hate the liquor 
traffic as they hate nothing else in this 
•world, but there are others who defend 
it and among the latter there are some 
undeniably good men of unquestioned 
integrity. 


"It oujrht, however, to be pcfssible to 


discuss this question without rancour 
or bitterness, without resort to misstate- 


1 ment or perversion of the facts. As the 
Sational Liquor Dealers' Journal said 
not long ago, 'Ultimatedly all questions 
must be settled by moral standards," and 
those standards must apply to the arpi- 
ment pro and con. as truly as to the 
matter at issue. It is just as immoral to 
distort facts and garble figures as it is 
to do anything else which is 
wrong. 


Nothing is ever gained by such methods, 
and the man who is guilty of them, 
•whether he be a brewer or a prohibition- 
ist, suffers immeasurable loss. 


From Economic Standpoint. 


"First of all then, let us look at this 


matter from the '|30nomic standpoint. 
I do not recollect ever to have seen a 
statement of the actual profit which 
liquor pays the manufacturer, but .jii'lff- 
ing by the number of millionaire brewers 
and distillers it mimt be very rnnsMe.r- 
able. If It did not pay tiemendously 
relatively fewer men would be engaged 
in tha business, and they would not 
flght so bitterly and so persistently to 
oontrol and extend the market for their 
goods. 


"We are helped to an understanding of 


why it pays as few other forms of in- 
dustry cnn bo made to pay, when we re- 
flect that the invested capital amounts 
to about ?772,000.noo, and that, the an- 
nual coat of the raw material used is 
about $140,000,000 and the annunl wage 
of tha employes in about $'15,000,000. 
But tha finished product polls for al- 
most 82,000,000.000! 
To ho accurate, 


«ay something more, than $1.800,000,000. 
That represents a pretty fair margin of 
profit even after you hove deducted tho 
amount spsnt for licenses and saloon 
rent, and advertising, and tho purchase 
of publio officials and political parties, 
and the defense of law-breaking agents. 


"Wo spend about tho same amount 


each year for bread and clothing that 
wp do for intoxicants, but whereas it re- 
quires only 03,000 workers to produce 


From Its legal Standpoint. 


"(2) Or suppose you consider this 


matter from the legal standpoint. 
The 


liquor business furnishes the most glar- 
ing instance of lawlessness to be found 
m the annals of civilization. It requires 
a constant battle to keep those engaged 
m it anywhere near the limits of the 
law 
If the vigilance of the police of- 


ficials is relaxed for a moment, or if 
their consent can be purchased, that 
instant many of the saloonkeepers treat 
every legal restriction with contempt. 


"Perhaps this is to be accounted for 


by the fact that tho saloon is the. choseu 
haunt of the low and vicious elements of 
society. It is one of the first places to 
which the 'plain clothes' 
man turns 


when he is in search of some criminal. 


'It is the open boast of the liquor 


element that prohibition does not pro- 
hibit. But suppose the men who desired 
to profit by slave labur should declare 
that no amendment to the constitution 
of the United States and that no state 
legislation could prevent their doing so! 
Suppose the 
multitudinous . rfrumrUt* 


should assert that no legal restriction 
should be placed upon th« sale of dan- 
gerous and habit-fofrming drugs and that 
they proposed to sell those drugs when- 
soever and to whomsoever they pleased! 
suppose that every 
manufacturer of 


foodstuffs—despite the law—adulterated 
his product whenever he saw fit to do 
so I Is it unfair to say that this is pre- 
cisely the attitude of the liquor deal- 
ers in this matter <>f prohibition? 
In 


all so-called dry territory they propose 
to do e%-erj-tliing within their "power to 
foster the breaking of the law. They 
freely admit that in this land where the 
will of the majority is supposed to rule.

upon the muscular and nervous systems 
has been gone into with such scientific 
accuracy that it is about as well under- 
stood as any question can be.

liquor, but they have a

prejudice against inefficiency and the 
presence of men in their shops 
whose 


muddled brains and unsteady hands may 
at any moment result in a suit for $10,- 
000 damages, or the destruction of the 
whole plant.

The Raw Material Phase. 


"Great stress has bean laid—by the 


brewers and their agents—upon 
the 


amount of raw material which they and 
the distillers consume. It is interesting 
to know that it amounts to just 3 per 
cent, of the average harvest! And when 
this grain has been converted into intoxi- 
cants and the intoxicants adulterated as 
they often are, it furnishes about .003 of 
1 per cent, of the traffic of our rail- 
roads.

From Moral Standpoint. 
: 


"(4) 
Suppose tbon you consider this 


matter from the moral standpoint. It 
U disheartening at times to see bow men 
insist upon mixing up money considera- 
tions with moral issues. Emphatically 
it is not true that the community which 
is deprived of liquor ceases to thrive. Tt 
was John Mitchell who once said when

there is one saloonkeeper of that type 
there are fifty who are tbo reverse in 
every particular. 


"The fundamental object of every law 


is to protect the weak against the ag- 
gression of the strong. The liquor men 
are strong and to license the manufac- 
ture of intoxicant* is simply.to put the 
weak at their mercy and so permit them 
to be openly and consistently tempted to 
their doom. 


"(3) Suppose you consider this mat- 


ter from the social standpoint. A man 
owes it to himself to keep his body and 
mind in such condition that he may be 
equal to the demands which modern life 
makes \ipon him. Yet it Is a simple 
matter of experience that the alcohol 
which all intoxicants contain weakens 
the muscles, ruins the nerves nnd under- 
mines the whole constitution. Men who 
nrc in the full vigor of early manhood 
when the powers of resistance and re- 
cuperation are at the. maximum usually 
doubt this statement, but -it is guaran- 
teed and underwritten by an amount of 
scientific evidence which is incontrovert- 
ible. Sixty-three life insurance compan- 
ies have declared, as the result of inves- 
tigation and the testimony of their rec- 


strong man to drink, and drink "has 
driven mnny a strong man to poverty. 
When you shut down it distillery, a fac- 
tory takes its place, and when you close 
up A saloon a grocery store is put in.' 
But even if this were not true, if it 
could be shown that to abolish the manu- 
facture of liquor would cost the city, 
the state, the nntion 
a large sum of 


money, this ought to have no bearing on 
the subject. Our judcment in this mat- 
ter must he governed by moral consid- 
erations, by which, ultimately, all great 
questions arc decided. 


"It was Mr. Rudyard Kipling who set 


th's fact before us 
with 
surpassing 


vividness. One night in a concert hall 
he saw two young men ply two young 
girls with liquor until they were drunk. 
Then they led them staggering down a 
dark street. "Then,1 says Mr. Kipling, 
'recanting previous opinions I became a 
prohibitionist. Better it is that a man 
should go without his beer in publio 
places, and content himself with swear- 
ing at the narrow-mindedness of the ma- 
jority, than to bring temptation to the 
lips of young fools such as the four I 
had seen. I understood now why the 
preachers rage against drink. I have 
said, 'There is no harm in it, taken mod- 
erately, and yet my own demand for 
beer helped to send those two girls 
reeling down the street to—God knows 
what end. It is not good to let liquor 
lie before the eyes of children, and I 
have been a fool in writing to the con 
trary.." 


"It does not follow that a man is a 


fool, or a knave, or wicked in any sense 
because he feels as Mr. Kipling confesses 
he formerly felt about the matter. 


Some of the Opposition. 


"There are some who are opposed to 


prohibition for the simple reason that 
the proposal to stop the manufacture of 
liquor seems to involve two moral evils:

involves a curtailment of pereonal lib- 
erty. A mnn mny think he has a right, 
to spend his own money as he chooses 
nnd within certain limits so he has. 
But he is never allowed to create ;. pub- 
lic nuisance with it, nnd if he proposes 
tc waste it before ho has supported his 
family the. state steps in and says to 
him. 'Thou siialt not!" A man may not 
do what lie chooses with his own !it'i\ 
It is a criminal offense for a man to at- 
tempt to leave his place in the ranks of 
humanity until God himself summons 
him to do so. Every man in America is 
free, but his liberty onds right where 
thn freedom of his neighbor begins. The 
immediate result of forbidding the man- 
ufacture and sale of liquor would be to 
make it possible to wipe out a very large 
proportion of the laws by which our

Grant that you cnn use it tem- 
perately, how nboot your neighbor, or 
your neighbor's boy, or your own hoy? 
Have you a son to spare for enlistment 
in the great army of drunkards?

any man a moral right to buy or sell 
liquor when by so <loing he actually 
helps to put temptation in the way of 
his weaker and less fortunate brethren? 
Rocs not every man owe something to 
his fellow men; Must .not tho strong 
bear the burdens of the weak? .If you 
answer no. what become»of the principle 
upon which trades unionism is founded? 
Upon which socialism in all its many 
forms lays stress? 
Will your union let 


tho strong or the weak man set the 
pace—establish the standard 
for the 


day's work in nnv given industry? Will 
it view with indifference the forced wil- 
lingness of the weaker brother to sell his 
Inbor for whatever it will bring in the 


most, hope.fnl thing about the trades un- 
ionism of the present is UK teaching that 
unlnn men must, mr.ke sacrifices to help 
nth^r union men.

"Will the snnaljst agree to the prin-

.••hurch is hound to support every in- 
fluence which 'makes fnr righteousness 
find to oppose everything which is seen 
o promnte indecency, dishonor nnd un- 
righteousness. 
If the minister nnd the 


iriest. did not. see so 
many 
splendid 


specimens of mnnhnnd and womanhood 
ruined past all human bnpe of redemp- 
tion—they could not feel about this 
matter as many of them do feel. 
If 


they were not nlnv to the fearful waste 
of life which liquor entails, their atti- 
tude would be very different from whai 
it actually is. 


"Every branch of the Christian church 


has raised a voice of protest against this 
monstrous evil. 
Our own Presbyterian 


church lias condemned it again and again 
in tho plainest terms. Many a church 
has refused even to touch the money 
made in the liquor traffic and offerer! for 
religious uses, because it was the price 
of blood. 
The Bnman Catholic church 


hns vniced its protest in language which 
is unmistakable.. It was Cardinal Man- 
ning who wrote and said. 'For thirty 
years I have been priest and bishop in 
London. 
I have learned some lessons, 


and the first, thing is this: The chief

hearts, nnd wrecked homes, nnd ruin., 
lives than all the other forces of evil 
combined. 


The Example of Christ. 


"Men —some men-- have been willing 


to speak of thf example of .losns Christ 
in this connection, but can any snno man 
believe, the conditions being what they 
were in Palestine in his day nnd being 
what they niv. in our Innd in the present 
day. that be would do anything but 
blast nn institution which has bnrk of 
it the rei-ord which the sjilonn has?

But they contain much nutrime-nt in .1 
concentrated form.

chili-Iron. Invalids should be nerved with 
eggs not more than two davs old if pos- 
sible.

Prisoners and Rooters Go 


from State tip Federal 


Jail. 


Leavenworth, Kan., June 2'J.—Through 
• great gap in the towering vails of the 
Jederal prison came u roar of voices, a 
Yousmg yell from throats hungry for 
sound. Five years ago that would have 
spelled only one thing, but today not one 
of the scant sprinkling of guards in the 
•watch towers tightened hold of his rifle. 
The noise inside lessened, became indi- 
vidual calls. Then a sharp crack and a 
little pellet soared above 
the 
walls. 


Baseball in a prison field only partly 
enclosed! 


The federal prison hue had baseball 


for three years, but never until this sea- 
son had the experimenters gone so far 
as to bring outside ball teams into the 
prison. 


In the morning a "nine" came up 


from the state prison at Lansing to 
play for the convict championship of 
Kansas. The team from the Knnsas 
.penitentiary was accompanied by more 
than twenty prison rooters, the prison 
band, sixteen guards and a number of 
prison officials. 
The rooters, the most 


proficient among the fans doing time at 
Lansing, wore dressed in discharge suits. 
The Lansing team wore gray baseball 
suits and the federal prisoners blue. 


The federal prison has a 
baseball 


league of two teams, the Booker T.'s. a 
negro nine, and the Brown Sox, or -white 
team. To the negroes, as the best ball 
players of the prison, went the honor of 
meeting Lansing. 


Two men stepped out on the field and 


shook hands. They were the umpires, 
one a prison guard from Lansing. the 
other a Superior (Xeb.) former banker, 
•who is staying here as a result of a 
clause in the national banking act. On 
the ball field the two men met on equal- 
ity, nml they were the undisputed gov- 
ernors of that little track. 


Baseball is such a human thing! The 


man in the hundreds on the bleachers 
blurred out the convict. They became a 
yelling, sweating, exhorting 
bleacher 


mob. A Kind—no. two bands were piny 
Ing. 'Mi'n <y>t hot in thp sun tvnd wnlkei 
over to n wat"r barrel and then strollet 
tack in the Mencliers. You forgot th 
similnrity in the straw bats and cap* 
and saw the infinite variety (hat lies in 
human countenances blazed with excite 
tnent. 


It was all baseball, except the peanut 


butchers. Yes. except there was no "um 
pire baiting." Authority rested on that 
quiet, unostentatious onp-titne 
bunker 


and not n mnn cr'llod him "robber" or 
"thief."

4 to 2 victory. Rut the several hundred 
federal prisoners proved that they were 
true sportsmen and good losers by' cheer- 
ing the best plnys of the victors.
